S.0. 687(E).— Whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
11 of National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988(68 of 1988) has entrusted the 
section from Km. 233/0 to Km, 418/0 and Km. 0/0 to Km. 200(Ichapuram-Bhubaneswar- 
Balasore) of National Highway No. 5 to the National Highways Authority of India, vide 
Notification of the Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport 
(Roads Wing) No. S.O. 78(E) dated 4 th Februrary,1999; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the National 
Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rules 3 and 5 of the National Highways(Fees 
for the use of National Highway Section and permanent Bridge-Public Funded Projects) 
Rules, 1997, the Central Government hereby notifies that there shall be levied and paid 
fee on mechanical vehicles for the use of said section of National Highway No.5 at the 
rates specified in the Schedule given below and hereby authorizes the National 
Highways Authority of India, or its authorized representative to collect and retain fee at 
the rates specified in the said Schedule from 25 th July,2001.

1. When the same vehicle has to cross the bridge more than once in a day, the user 
shall have the option to pay one and half times the rates specified above while crossing 
the section in the first trip itself, or if the vehicle has to cross the section continuously and 
quite frequently for the entire month or even beyond that, for much longer period, the 
vehicle owner can have a monthly pass on payment of charges equal to thirty single 
rates. 

2. The following types of vehicles are exempted from the fee, namely 

(i) Defence vehicles; 

(ii) Vehicles with VIP symbols; 

(iii) Police vehicles; 

(iv) Fire fighting vehicles; 

(v) ' Ambulances; 

(vi) Funeral vans; 

(vii) Post and Telegraph Department vehicles; and 
(viii) Central and State Government vehicles. 

3. The vehicles officially belonging to the following shall be deemed to be vehicles 
having VIP symbols, namely:- 

(i) President of India; 

(ii) Vice President of India; 

(iii) Central and State Ministers; 

(iv) Leader of Opposition in Lok Sabha, Rajya Sabha and State Legislatures having the 
status of a Cabinet Minister; 

(v) Governors of States; 

(vi) Lieutenant Governors of Union territories; 

(vii) Speakers or Chairmen of the Central and State Legislatures; 

(viii)Executive Councilors of Local Elected Bodies; 

(ix) Foreign dignitaries on State visit to India; 

(x) Foreign Diplomats stationed in India using cars with CD (Car Diplomatic) symbols; 

(xi) Members of Parliament; and 

(xii) Members of State Assembly/Legislative Councils of Orissa 


4. The above mentioned rates shall be conspicuously displayed on a Board erected at 
conspicuous places in the vicinity of the Toll Plaza, both legibly written or printed in , 
Hindi, English and Oriya languages on Boards, at the Toll Plazas and 200 metres ahead 
of Toll Plazas, which should be readable from driver’s seat. Every driver, owner or 
person in-charge of the mechanical vehicle shall, before crossing the section or after 
having crossed it, stop his vehicle at the cross bar and pay the fee leviable in respect of 
the vehicle at the fee collection booth. The person authorized by the National Highways 
Authority of India to collect fee in respect of any mechanical vehicle crossing the section
